Conductor and Traveling Companion

Bound hand and foot with a stout Dell- 
cord which he had bitten in two in a sud- 
den frenzy Dr. T. F. Smith of Mexia, Tex., 
was taken from the Frisco’s Texas Limited 
train at Union Station Monday morning 
and was removed to the City Hospital. 

R. W. Stephens, clerk in a Dallas, Tex., 
hotel, accompanied Dr. Smith to-the hos- 
pital and made arrangementsefor continu- 
ing his journey at night to Cincinnati, 
where the physician will be placed in a san- 
itarium. 

Twenty Pullman passengers traveling 
from points in Texas to St. Louis were 
thrown into a panic Sunday afternoon by 
Dr. Smith’s sudden outbreak. 

The train was near Antlers, I. T., when, 
without warning, the physician leaped 
from his seat into the aisle and jerked the 
belicord. The train stopped and the con- 
ductor of the Pullman car ran back to 
learn the cause of the signal. 

The conductor found Smith furiously 
gnawing the bellcord and threatening his 
tellow passengers, most of whom sought 
refuge in the car in front. Stephens, who 
was traveling in company with the physi- 
cians, remained in the car and, with the 
assistance of the conductor, epee Smith 
and overpowered him. :

The street was thronged with persons on 
their way home from religious services 
and Bowden thinks the acid was thrown at 
another man and hit him accidentally.

Slayers Led by Ashleff Cocke, Wealthy 
Planter and Merchant, Whose Deeds 
Have Made Him.

» MEMPHIS, Tenn., Dee, 30.—Four men, 
headed by Ashley Cocke, a notorious man- 
killer of Mississippi, deliberately slew J. 
M. Rhea, a passenger on the northbound 
Yazoo and Mississippi Valley train, just 
out of Leland, Miss., this morning, and 
then took possession of the train, com- 
pelled the engineer to uncouple the engine 
and to carry them on up the road where 
they hoped to escape. All were captured 
before $ o'clock this mocning. 

Cocke is a wealthy planter and merchant 
ef Cleveland, Miss. He was accompanied 
by A. M. Fhipps, postmaster at Shelby, 
Miss.; Tom Lauderdale, a relative of 
Fhipps, and another man named Biackman. 
Cocke “had a 45-caliber revolver. Black- 
man and Lauderdale each carried a Win- 
chester rifle. Phipps was unarmed. 

They boarded the train at Leland to £0 
to Shelby. In the smoker was J. M. 
Rhea, a zailroad engineer of Vicksburg, 
who was on his way-’to Tutwiler to take an 
engine. He was asleep. Phipps stumbied 
over him, awaking him. He sleepily inquir- 
ed what was the matter. 

There was some discussion, and the four 
men went to the door of the car. They 
returnea and told Rhea he would have to 
zet out of the car. Rhea saw the men 
were drunk and troublesome, and started 
to obey them. 

As he reached the door of the car, the 
three men, with firearms, opened on him 
and he fell, pierced by three bullets. The 
train had gone but a short distance from 
Leland. It returned to that place with 
the corpse. 

Conductor George McLoughlin went in 
search of officers, who returned in time to 
arrest Phipps. Meanwhile Cocke and the 
other two went up to the engineer of the 
train, Mike Delaney, covered him with 
their weapons and directed him to un- 
couple his engine and then to carry them 
up the road to Shelby. This was done, 

At Shelby the-three «men. took meter | 
train and went to Cleveland, where they 
were al) arrested. Throughout all parts of 
Mississippi the indignation is intense, es- 
pecially against Cocke, whose exploits have 
made him notorious. Only last Friday he 
killed a negro at Shelby.

Scuth St. Louisans Fear That a Third

In response to a request for a state- 
ment to the public concerning the position 
of the St. Louts Transit Co. in regard to 
the defects in its service, of which the 
public is complaining, Vice-President and 
General Manager A.B. Dupont sent word 
by_ his office boy that he did not care.ta. 
be interviewed. 

“He says he is not in form today,” were 
the words of the office boy, used smiiingly. 

When seen Saturday,.Mr. Dupont stated 
that he must refer interviewers to Murray 
Carleton, president of the transit com- 
pany. 

Saturday night Mr. Carleton told the 
Post-Dispatch, in response to an inquiry 
as to whether there was any hope for an 
immediate improvement in the service; that 
the company was at present running all the 
cars that it could reasonably operate with 
the motive power at its comand. 

When asked if it were not a fact that the 
company had deliberately reduced the 
amount ofsmotive power at its command 
by selling the machinery in the power house 
at Clayton road and Boyle avenue and 
leasing the power house at Compton avenue 
and Papin street, Mr. Carleton said: 

“I am not in the operating department of 
the company. I asked Mr. Dupont about 
that and he sald. as I remember, that the 
génerators taken out of one power house 
were used in another.”’ 

The announcement that Mr. Dupont was 
“not in form’ Monday morning carried 
with it a refusal of the head of the operat- 
ing department to discuss the cdmplaints 
of the public against that department,

“When six years old my daughter was 
afflicted with a disease which resulted in 
the amputation of her right leg one inch 
from her hip. She has grown up melan- 
choly and morbid, believing the world to 
be against her. She went to school and did 
well in her studies. She was sensitive 
about her lameness, although, with the aid 
of a cork leg, she was able to walk without 


crutches.’’ 

David Lozelle, an acrobat, who was the 
object of the giri’s misplaced affections, 
and who had just begun his act on the 
stage when Miss Benner, after attracting 
the attention of the audience by waving 
a letter and then tearing it into bits, 
drank the poison and {feli dying, declares 
he had never encouraged the girl in her 
attent.ons to him. 

According to his story it was in Septem- 
ber, 1900, that he became aware of the 
existence of Miss Benncr. She visited the 
theater daiiy, wrote letiers to him and sent 
him bouquets. She even tried to throw 
flowers to him from, the baicony 

Lozelle says he wrote her that i= did not 
care for her and asked her to discontinue 
sending him flowers. Miss Benner wrote 
more iletters and wherever he went these 
letters would reach him. 

Lozelle returned to Washington Satur- 
day night a week ago. He says he received 
a letter from the girl shortly after he had 
registered at the hotel. The letter asked 
that he allow her to visit him, if only once. 
Lozelle says he paid no attention to it. 

At the matinee Monday the girl waited 
for him at the stage entrance and begged 
him for a hearing. Lozelle cold her not to 
bother him. He received another letter 
Monday night, and Tuesday he received 
this letter: 

‘“‘Lozelle—Here, listening to the strains .
